RESOLUTION 

Relating to the Soviet Arms Control Violations Report of 1985. 

1 Resolved, That it is the sense of the Senate that the 

2 people of the United States should be informed urgently and, 

3 consistent with the protection of intelligence sources and 

4 methods, to the fullest extent possible regarding Soviet non- 

5 compliance with the unratified SALT II Treaty or any arms 

6 control agreement to which the Soviet Union is a party, and, 

7 pursuant to this finding, requests the President to review his 

8 classified message to the Congress dated February 1, 1985, 

9 and as soon as possible after the adoption of this resolution, 

10 promptly to make public all material and information therein 

11 which can be released to the people of the United States 

12 consistent with the standard specified herein.
